Hazleton, P a., Sept. 18.—The sitna- 
lion here is graver than it has beeu at 
any time sinoe the bloody affray of 
Friday afternoon.

there is an indication that from 5,000 
to 7.000 more miners will join the mal- 
contents. 
Feeling continues high against Sheriff 
Martin and his deputies, and the in­ 
tensity of the situation is such that a 
sadden turn of the head or a word 
•spoken above the ordinary tone brings 
a running crowd. 
The soldiers are 
watchfnl aud ready for any emergency, 
and the people of the town are in a 
state which may easily become panic. 
An incident of ugly omen occurred 
during the funeral of ‘three of the vic­ 
tims Sunday afternoon. While services 
were being held inside St. Joseph’s 
church about ii,OOO of the foreigners 
w**re congregated about the doors. 
A I 
number of them raised their voices, and 
it is declared by eyewitnesses that a 
policeman stationed near the door be­ 
came unduly officious. 
Instantly an 
ominous m uttering followed, mingled 
with scowling looks and clenched lists. 
Word was immediately carried indoors 
to the Rev. Father Anat. 
He hurried 
out to the door and bundled the men 
who seemed most quarrelsome into the 
church. 
A few words of counsel to the 
others prevented further demonstra­ 
tions. 
The striking miners have made elab­ 
orate preparations for a demonstration 
at the funeral of ten of the victims 
today. The m ilitary authorities are de­ 
termined that nothing of the kind shall 
be permitted and that from this time 
on there shall be no marching of auy 
character whatsoever, wiiether during 
funerals or otherwise. This resolution 
is not generally known and the miners 
are going on with their arrangements. 
General Gobin talked over the tele­ 
phone to Governor Hastings for an 
Hour or more. 
He said he had merely 
made a formal report to the governor 
of the situation. 
It is apparent, however, that the 
commander is not cheered by the imme­ 
diate outlook, although he says he 
things there will be no further turbu­ 
lence.

"Resolved, That the national officers, 
executive board and district presidents 
act as an advisory board for the pur­ 
pose of providing ways and means for 
the carrying on of the strike where 
necessary ; provided, however, that uo 
district resume work for IO days for 
the purpose of giving miners in other 
districts time to confer with their oper­ 
ators and get the price if possible."

“ I hav e waited since last Wednesday , 
the 8 th inst., for Gov ernor Hastings to 
giv e to the public the reasoas which 
actuate ! him lu asking for my resigna­ 
tion aa secretary of the commonwealth. 
This he has failed to do. 
I therefore 
feel entirely justified in presenting to 
the public a full and complete narrativ e 
of what occurred. 
He said that Sef-retary Beitler called 
Se; t. 2 with the letter demanding hie 
resignation. 
He complied and then 
said he wanted an interv iew. 
Beitler 
.said the gov ernor would not see him, 
but later changed his mind. 
At the 
interv iew that followed, he said he 
told the gov ernor he recognized his 
right to remov e him, but asked to 
know the reasons. 
I 
The gov ernor then stated. General 
Reeder say s, his reasons for wishing 
his resignation, which were, brefly , 
; that General Reeder had apparently 
been drifting away from him and had 
i not ex hibited the cordiality of former 
■ day s; that General Reeder 
had de­ 
clined to ex press to newspaper men au 
opinion of the merits of the contro­ 
v ersy between Gov ernor Hastings and 
Senator C^ay at the time 
Senator 
( )uay gav e out his celebrated interv iew. 
The gov ernor said ; 
**1 am also told that y ou Were the 
author of the platform adopted by the 
recent Republican state conv ention, in 
which I and my administratioo re­ 
ceiv ed slight notice, only in a post­ 
script. 
“ I am also told that in the Republi­ 
can conv ention of y our own county of 
Northampton a resolution was intro­ 
duced endorsing my administration, 
and that y ou made a motion, whi'^'h 
was carried, to lay that resolution or 
endorsement upon the table. 
“ I am informed by four geiitlemeu 
that y ou had told each of them that, m 
the ev ent of another political contest 
betweeu Senator i^uay and my self, y ou 
would resign y our office as secretary of 
the commonwealth and join v onr for­ 
tune with Senator C^uav in that con­ 
test.” 
Tht gov ernor complained 
because 
General Reeder did not giv e him zeal­ 
ous assistance in the work connected 
with the c apitol building commlssiou. 
The gov ernor said : 
“ I also felt that 
I hav e the right to complain that y ou 
should hav e been oueof the signers to a 
bond indemnify ing the state treasurer 
for disburRemenrs made by him to ex ­ 
tra employ es borne on thè roll of the 
legislature, and which were not au­ 
thorized by law. 
Such a boud, if it 
meant any thing, meaut to guarantee 
ray actioii upon an appropriation for 
the pay of thoae employ es. 
A3 to 3ome 
of them. a.s y ou know, I had already 
committed my self at the opeuiug of 
the session and consented to their em- 
ploy nieut, aud the men were employ ed 
with my approv al. 
As to them, it was 
not necessary that 
any body should 
guarantee that I should keep my prom­ 
ise. 
As to the others, those to whose 
•mploy meut I had not giv en my ap­ 
prov al, it was an undertaking to guar­ 
antee my official approv al of the em ­ 
ploy ment of persons for whom there 
was no legal warrant, and I feel that 
no member of my cabinet had any 
right to take any such position so in ­ 
consistent with the duties which he 
owed me as one of my official ad­ 
v isers. 
General Reeder made statements to 
the gov ernor completely refuting aU 
the charges.

Frank Reeder ha* given out the follow­ 
ing stateinnt of his side of the disagree­ 
ment with Governor Hastings, which 
led to his resignation 
The general re­ 
fused to make comment of any kind on 
what he had prenared. 
He says: 
“I have waited since last Wednesday, 
the 3th inst., for Governor Hastings to 
give to the putdic the reasons which 
actuate I hun in asking for my resigna- 
I tion as secretary of the commonwealth. 
I This he has failed to do. 
I therefore 
feel entiridy justified in presenting to 
the public a full and complete narrative 
of what occurred. 
He said that Secretary Beitler called 
Se; t. I with the letter demanding his 
resignation. 
He complied and theti 
said he wanted an interview. 
Beitler 
said the governor would not see him, 
but later changed his mind. 
At the 
interview that followed, he said he 
told the governor he recognized his 
right to remove him, but asked to 
know the reasons. 
The governor then stated, General 
Reeder says, his reasons for wishing 
his resignation, which were, brefiy, 
that General Heeder had apparently 
been drifting away from him and had 
not exhibited the cordiality of former 
days; that General Reeder had de­ 
clined to express to newspaper men an 
opinion of the merits of the contro­ 
versy between Governor Hastings and 
Senator C^uay at the time 
Senator 
< suey gave out his celebrated interview. 
The governor said; 
“I am also told that you Were the 
author of the platform adopted by the 
recent Republican state convention, in 
which I and my administration re­ 
ceived slight notice, only in a post­ 
script. 
"I am also told that in the Republi­ 
can convention of your own county of 
Northampton a resolution wa* intro­ 
duced endorsing my administration, 
and that you made a motion, whi'h 
was carried, to lay that resolution or 
endorsement upon the table. 
“I am informed by four gentlemen 
that you had told each of them that, rn 
the event of another political contest 
between Senator i^uay and myself, you I 
would resign your office as secretary of 
the commonwealth and join your for- , 
tune with Senator i^uav in that con- | 
test.” 
Tbs governor complained 
because 
General Reeder did not give him zeal­ 
ous assistance in the work connected 
with the capitol building commission. I 
The governor .said : “I also felt that 
I have the right to complain that you 
should have been one of the signer* to a 
bond indemnifying the state treasurer 
for disbursement* made by him to ex- I 
tra employes borne on the roil of the 
legislature, and which were not au­ 
thorized by law. 
Such a boud, if it 
meaut anything, meant to guarantee 
my action upon ail appropriation for 
the nay of thoae employes. 
A3 to iomj 
of them, as you know, I had already 
committed myself at the opening of 
the session and consented to their em­ 
ployment, and the men were employed 
with my approval. 
As to them, it wa* 
not necessary that 
anybody should 
guarantee that I should keep my prom­ 
ise. 
As to the others, those to whose 
•mploymeut I had not givou my ap­ 
proval, it wa* an undertaking to guar­ 
antee my official approval of the em­ 
ployment of person* for whom there 
was no legal warrant, and I feel that 
no member of my cabinet had any 
right to take any such position *0 in­ 
consistent with the duties which he 
owed me as one of m y official ad­ 
viser*. 
General Reeder made statements to 
the governor completely refuting all 
the charges.
